GRIEF AT WASHINGTON. 


The Death of Nelson Dingley Saddens 


hotl» Bonnes of Con°re»*. 


Washington, Jan. 14—Profound sor- 


row was manifest today in every walk 
of public life because Nelson Dingley 
of Maine had passed away. At the i 
late home of Mr. Dingley, the Ham- i 
ilton hotel, there were many evidences ! 
of the deep personal esteem in which | 
he was held. Messages of condolence 
came from every quarter of the coun- 
try and to these were added the per- 
sonal 
condolences of the 
cabinet 


officers, senators, supreme justices and I 
members of the house. 


Secretaries Alger and "Wilson were 


among the earliest callers, and follow- 
ing them were the bishop of Washing- 


ton, Rt. Eev. Dr. Satterlee. Senators 
Hale, Burrows and Fairbanks, Kepre- 
sentativeis Henderson, Cannon, and 
Dokery, and indeed nearly every man 
in congress with whom Mr. Dingley 
had been associated during- his long 
and notable service. The callers left 
cards as the members of the family 
were too deeply bowed with grief to 
receive in person many tributes of 
respect. 


Mrs. Dingley Is prostrated with the 


shock and with the tension of the 
many days constant vigil at her hus- 
band's bedside. But she was reported 
to be bearing up bravely and no serious 
apprehension exists as to her condition. 
In the same house is Senator Frye of 
Maine, one of the closest intimates of 
Mr. Dingley, and Representative Chick- 
ering of New York. They were re- 
ported not as well today, the dull, 
gray, foggy atmosphere having a de- 
pressing effect on all alike. Mr. Frye 
had been at the capitol yesterday, but 
today he remained in bed. 


At the house of representatives the 


death of Mr. Dingley came as a per- 
sonal bereavement to many with whom 
he had been long associated. The desk 
he occupied as leader in the house, in 
the centre of the republican side of 
the chamber, was heavily draped with 
crepe, while on top was a profusion of 
orchids, sweet flag, coral sprays and 
smilax. As the members came on the 
floor they joined in groups and in 
hushed tones spoke not only of the 
personal loss but also of the loss to 
the country and house of representa- 
tives in particular, in the passing of 
this notable leader at a time when hig 
genius and talents were of incalculable 
service to the country. There was but 
one voice from both sides of the cham- 
ber in expression of grief.

Reed conferred with the sergeant-al- 
arms of the house, Mr. Russell, and 
arranged the details of the tribute 
which the house will pay to the de- 
ceased.

FOR PHILIPPINE INDEPENDENCE 


Senator Hoar Introduces a Resolution 


Dedal-lug the IsIaucU Free. 


Special dispatches, Washington, Jan. 14 


Senator Hoar today introduced the 


following resolution in senate: 
"Re- 


sr.lved, that the people of the Philip- 
pine Islands of a right ought to be 
free and independent; that they are 
absolved from all allegiance to the 
Spanish crown and that all political 
connection between them and Spain is 
and ought to be totally disobeyed .and 
tney to have full power to do pll ac'<s 
and things which independent states 
may ol r.ghl do; that it is their right 
to inst'iute a new government for 
themselves, laying its foundation on 
such principles and 
organizing 
its 


powers in such forms as to them shall 
seem most 1 1-ely to effect their safety 
an-1 1'fipriness: that with these rights 
the people of thf. United States do not 
propose to interfere." 


General Otis In Absolute Control.

New England coast. A storm in the 
lower lakes is moving northeastward, 
and will cause high easterly winds in 
New England. 


M»»y SUnmers 


Boston, Jan. 14.— No tidings came yes- 


terday from the fleet of overdue steam- 
ers, and as time passes other vessels are 
constantly added to the list. There are 
now 13 transatlantic liners due or over- 
due. 
The delay in the arrival of thesp 


liners has made it necessary to change 
their outward schedule. There are 12 
steamers slated for sailing next week, 
and they will probably take out the 
largest amount of merchandise ever to 
leave here in one week. Their ship- 
ments will aggregate 1,200,000 bushels of 
tfrain, 12,000 bales of cotton, thousands 
of tons of flour, provisions, beqf, steel 
and general cargo.

IS STILL IN EVIDENCE, 


Gomez Appears to Have Acquired. 


love For Late Spanish Foes, 


Will Not Be Considered For 


Any High Civil Office, 


General Otis Has Situation Well In Hand In 


the Philippines. 


Havana, Jan. 14.—General Maximo 


Gomez, who is still in the interior, con- 
tinues to keep his program before the 
people. It is this in substance: First, 
the island is not yet free and indepen- 
dent; ser-ond, Cubans and Spaniards 
should unite to make it so; third, all the 
inhabitants of the island should give the ! 
United States full credit and co-operate 
cheerfully for the present. 


General Gomez has written to the I 


principal Cuban commanders instruct- ' 
ing them to keep the Cubans, soldiers 
and civilians, from committing any out- 
rage upon Spaniards, and to aid in the 
arrest and punishment of any Cuban 
guilty of such an offense. 


General Gomez is regarded by the 


United States military administration aa 
scarcely suited to any high civil office. 
He is considered a soldier of fortune; his 
manners "are of the camp, and he is de- 
ficient in education. But he will be re- 
ceived with all possible courtesy if he 
comes to Havana, though it does not yet 
appear how he could become a part of 
the civil administration, as the form of 
oath prepared for civil officials pledges 
allegiance to the military government 
of thefiUnited States in Cuba, obedience 
to all the orders of the military governor 
and conformity to the existing laws of 
Cuba and to such changes as may here- 
after be made in them. 


Rebbls on tlte Defensive. 


Washington, Jan. 14.—Yesterday's re- 


ports from Manila&ay that the situation 
there is critical, but Major General Otis 
has it well in hand, and there is no such 
certainty of trouble as many believe. 
The rebels are concentrated on the out- 
skirts of the town; but their leaders have 
issued strict orders that the Filipino 
forces are to act only on the defensive. 


An accident might precipitate trouble, 


but the idea of a rebel attack upon Ma- 
nila is ridiculous and suicidal, as the 
Americans absolutely control the po-. 
sition. 


Aguinaldo has republished the second 


manifesto, in reply to the proclamation 
of General Otis, which was recalled on 
its first appearance, but it hae proved 
ineffectual. 


On Wednesday a false alarm, due to 


trivial incidents occurring simulta- 
neously in opposite parts of the city, led 
to a general call to the United States 
forces. 
In 15 minutes the entire city 


was entirely covered. The promptitude 
of the Americans, while it created a 
scare for the moment, effectually re- 
stored confidence throughout Manila, 
and dispelled the. excitement due to a 
passing fear on the part of the citizens 
that an outbreak was imminent. 


It is possible that the Filipinos, after 


the diplomatic conferences that have 
been had between the representatives 
of General Otis and Aguinaldo, have 
finally come to understand that the 
cautious and conservative policy of the 
Americans is not due to fear, and that 
they will accept the inevitable with good 
•grace. 
It is evident that at present 


Ihey are unable to appreciate the full 
meaning of the independence demanded, 
and that, when they do understand its 
extent, the American propositions will 
be acceptable. 


Germany Not Meddling, 


Berlin, Jan. 14.—After a thorough in- 


vestigation it has been ascertained that | 
the' report that Germany is aiding the 
Filipinos and furnishing them with war 
materials is absolutely baseless. Baron 
Von Buelow, imperial secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, personally authorizes 
the statement that such reports are justi- 
"fied by nothing Germany has done, is 
doing or is preparing to do. Legation 
Councillor Hamann of the foreign office, 
being empowered to speak for the gov- 
ernment, supplemented the above, stat- ( 
ing that he was amazed that "such base- 
less lies, though disproved again and 
again, should still find1 credence." The 
officials at the United States embassy 
feel sure that there is nothing whatever 
in the rumors. 


Cuban laborer* on Strike, 


Santiago, Jan. 14.—The laborers on 


aome of the sugar estates in the Guan- 
tanamo district have gone on strike, and 
the trouble is» Mkely to spread. The 
cause assigned by the strikers is that the 
storekeepers charge a discount on Span- 
ish gold. The men say they receive the 
same amount now as unojer the old re- 
gime, but are compelled to pay 9 percent 
in their purcihases,

The contract which the city holds 


with the Gamewell company for the 
use of the lire alarm system in use 
here has expired, and the city officials 
are discussing the matter of its re- 
newal. It is probable that the con- 
tract will be kept practically as it has 
been for a few years. 


The question has again been raised 


as to whether the city should not buy 
the system. It now pays about $1200 
a year for the use of tht system, and 
the price would probably be consid- 
erably under $10,000. 
In addition to 


this, however, the city would have to 
care for it and keep it in repair, which 
is now done by the Gamewell company, 


Tlici ib no doubt in the minds of the 


city officials that the city should own 
the system, but it is thought unwise 
to buy it just now when the city is so 
mvch in debt. It is thought best to 
continue to rent the system for a few 
years more and then see if the city is 
in condition to make the purchase.

MARKET HABIT IN HAVANA. 


Queer Thingr* One Buys In the Me- 


tro-poll* of Cuba. 


Tbe Havana market Is crowded afc day- 


break by Spanish, French, Chinesa and 
colored oooks of both sexes. Some chefs, 
who affect tbe dignity of a coat, are ao- 
eompanied by their apprentices or scul- 
lions, who carry baskets. 
Marketing is 


always done by cooks in Havana, because 
employers are aware that they can drive 
a better bargain, even taking into account 
tbe perquisites allowed them by trades 
people. 


Fish caught In Cuban waters are espe 


olally nice, and tbe pargo, a species of reel 
snapper, is very toothsome, as is the 
cherna, which tastes like salmon. No 
Havana cook will buy fish unless they an 
alive, and Che fish market, with big tanks 
full of fresb fish, witb white marble slab- 
and scales, is very picturesque. The otboi 
sea food is also excellent, although th> 
shrimps, lobsters and mussels are some 
what small. Tbe oysters grow on the sub 
merged branches of shrubs and trees oi 
tbe coast. These branches are broken oi 
and sold In tho market, but tho Cuban 
oysters are small and inferior to the 
American. 
Terrapin and turtles are very 


fine, and tortoises have handsome shells 
whiob bring a good price in the market 
Sea crabs and land crabs are also good 
The latter grow to a large size, and thru 
bodies stant1 high from the ground UL 
tbeir enormous claws. Laud crabs bur 
row in boles, and tbeir locomotion is 
clumsy, sounding like that of a drunken 
man. Cooks feed these crabs on corn meal 
for several days before they cook them 
&B this makes them more palatable. 


A favorite way of fattening poultry In 


Cuba is to put them in barrels and stuff 
them with walnuts and corn meal for SOT 
eral days bofore they are killed Just be- 
fore Christmas turkeys are driven through 
the streets in droves of from 40 to 100, 
from door to door, for people to make their 
own suleet!< i. 


Beef is killed tbe day before it is used, 


for it oannot be kept fresh longer than one 
day on account of the excessive beat. 


When the cook returns from tbo market, 


bis presence ia made known to the house- 
hold by squawking duoks, cackling hens 
or squealing pigs, for all such live stock 
is brought from tbe market, and it. 
expostulates angrily on^ being carried 
around in suoh close quarters. And pi- 
geons and doves, with soft eyes, utters 
cooing, plaintive note, .as though with a 
sad foreboding of tbe tragic fate in start 
for them.—Chicago Inter Ocean. 


How a Goldfield Wag Discovered. 
A novel way of discovering a goldfield 


was recounted by the Hon. E. H. Witte- 
noom, agent general for Western Austra- 
lia, In bis lecture at a meeting of the Roy- 
al Colonial institute.

A BABEL IN AUSTRIA. 


Many Widely Different Tonfpiea Spa* 


ken In the Varitm» Province*. 


In the Austrian Alps the local dialects 


•o vary as to ba unintelligible from one 
district to another and yet have befit} cul- 
tivated in passion plays and popular 
poetry. Over aud above these dialects are 
scattered— chiefly in lower Austria, but 
even round Vienna — Slav colonies, Czechs, 
Slovaks, Croats. In Vienna itself the 
Czechs claim to be 150,000. 
Slovenians 


spread over three orown Jands — Styria, 
Carlnthia and Carniola— and dominate in 
the last, which contains also Uscoks, Ro- 
man Catholic Serbs; but tbe Slovenians 
seem to be retreating before the Germans. 


Of those a remarkable group occurs in 


the barren Gottsohee country, southeast of 
Lay bach, only inhabited since the four- 
teenth century. Here again we find a 
dialect unintelligible to other Germans, 
yet rich in tales and poetry. Strange to 
«ay, the reawakening of tbe Slovenian 
race in tbe course of the last hundred 
years seems to have been determined by 
tbo flrst Napoleon, who replaced German 
in tbe normal schools of tbe so called 
Illyrian provinces (six in numbter) by 
Slovene and called forth tbe passionate 
admiration of the Slovenian poets. Tyrol 
and Vorarlberg, again, are divided be- 
tween Germans, Italians and "Lading" 
(Latins), tbe so called Bouiansob of Swit- 
zerland. 


In tbe Tyrol also each valley has its own 


pronunciation, its own accent, its expres- 
lions unintelligible a few miles off. Tbe 
Ladlns were predominant in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries. 
Toward the 


eighteenth century tbe Italians got the 
upper band, but seem oow to be becoming 
gradually outnumbered by the Germans. 
Tbe Ladins form a curious little group of 
from 10,000 to 30,000 in Tyrol, with near- 
ly 60,000 in Friuli (besides tbe 40,000 oC 
the Orisons). Their language is nearer to 
Provencal or Catelonian than to Italian.

Tbe American Fishing Industry. 
The American flshmg industry is cen- 


tered along the Massachusetts coast, Glou- 
cester buing tbe seaport mainly dependant 
upon it. The fishing fleet consists of 
about 400 sail, of which 300 engage in the 
branches of the industry which require 
bait as an essential 
The year's opera- 


tions begin in January, when a (leet of 80 
or 100 vtseels goes to Placeotia bay, in 
Newfoundland and loads with 
frozen 


herring, for use as an article of food in tbe 
New England states and as bait in the 
halibut fishery on the Georga's banks, 
the scene of Kipling's novel, "Captains 
Courageous.' 


These herring are taken in seines by tho 


Newfoundland fisherfolk and exposed to 
the crisp, cold air of tho winter days on 
scaffolds or platforms of sticks, which al- 
lows them to become thoroughly frozen. 
They aro pncrhased by the American ves- 
sels at $1 a barrel usually, and about 100,- 
000 barrels are annually taken to the 
United States, besides half as many moro 
which go to Canada in schooners belong- 
ing to that country.—P T. McGrath in 
North America Reivew

White Birch Timber In Friuiltllii 
County, Me.—Portugal's) Iluuduiiitlc 
Oruuure Wood Toothplcka. 
In polite society it ii considered such n 


serious brenuh of «ooil manners to uso a 
toothpick butore others thut naturally one 
would imagine that tho use of these some 
time HOcossoi'ieg to tho table is rather lim- 
ited and that their manufacture find salo 
must represent a very small industry. As 
a matter of fact, however, not millions 
but billions of them are annually usod in 
this country. Tho narrator, of course, is 
speaking now of those of wooden make 
and not of quill toothpicks. When there 
is added to the domestic use of these 
denial implements the enormous number 
that is imported investigation discloses 
the fact that the industry is really a vast 
onu and has reached such proportions that 
uc lasc American ingenuity has found re- 
course to tho in volition of automatic ma- 
chinery for the rapid and economical pro- 
duction of these thin splinters of vsood. 
For this reason tbe number of persons em- 
ployed in the manufacture is comparative- 
ly small. 


Ninoty-flve per cent of all the toothpicks 


mode iu the United States arc formed 
from white birch timber in Franklin 
county, Me., and yet scarcely moru than 
100 persons are employed in the industry 
in that state. 
Outside of the Pine Tree 


State the principal factories aro in Penn- 
sylvania, Massachusetts and western New 
York. Maple and poplar are sometimes 
used in the manufacture of American 
toothpicks, but white birch is the standard 
timber in all the factories. The industry 
is a very simple one. First, of course, 
oomes the work of the foresters. 
In the 


woods of Maine every winter there are 
great camps of lumbermen engaged in 
felling and hauling out timber for various 
commercial uses. Whenever the foreman 
of a camp comes across a particularly fine 
white birch tree he orders it cut down 
and the main part of the trunk laid aside 
to be reserved for the toothpick factories. 
When enough logs have been obtained, 
they are sent to the boom nearest the fac- 
tory, whance they aro hauled by teams. 
That the vast supply of toothpicks comes 
from a verv small quantity of timber is 
shown by tho fact that not more than 
5,000 cords of wood are used in this indus- 
try annually. 


Whan the' logs reach the factory, they 


are first stripped of their bark. They are

1-1,11 i,.in.u on wucks, moving on rails, 
and pushed to tbe automatic machines by 
which they ara cut into veneers, which are 
bin strips of wood of about the dimen- 
ions of an ordinary piece of blotting pa- 
sr — that is, the strips are about as thick 
,s tbe toothpicks are intended to be and 
,swlde as the picks will be long. Extreme 
aro must be exercised in placing the logs 
o tbe machines so as to imvo the grain 
•un straight in tbe strips. Tbe veneers are 
ad into a machine composed of peculiarly 
shaped and rapidly revolving knives, the 
edges of which are as sharp as they can 
ba made. This machine works automatic- 
ally and with tremendous speed and is so 
constructed that the finished picks come 
forth sharpened at both ends at the rate of 
tons of thousands an hour. It requires on- 
ly a few weeks for the factories to turn 
out a supply sufficient to meet the demand 
for a whole year. Then the factories are 
shut down again, to remain closed until 
the following spring. $'he wages paid to 
American workers in this industry range 
from $1.50 to $3.60 a day. 


Most of the toothpicks made in Maine 


come from timber that has been seasoned 
in the open air and retain something of 


j the natural sweetness of the birch and ma- 


ple and are soft and pliable while retain- 
ing sufficient firmness. Kiln dried wood 
is apt to result in too much brittlecess, 
causing sharp splinters to break off, which 
injure tbe enamel of the teeth. Recently 
pome of the American manufacturers have 
been putting up toothpicks in miniature 
barrels highly ornamented by carving or 
hand painting. These are turned out at 
the same factories. 


The best toothpicks made anywhere in 


the world come from Portugal. They are 
whittled by hand from orange wood splints 
by peasant girls, the only tool used being 
an ordinary jackknife. These picks are as 
smooth as ivory and will not break into 
splinters. They are expensive. Only one 
hotel in Philadelphia supplies them. The 
girls who make the picks receive leas than 
10 cents a day. As the duty on the foreign 
made plots is only 35 per cent they can be 
sold here for less than picks of similar 
quality could be manufactured in this 
country, despite the improved American 
machinery and skilled labor. The profit 
on American picks is almost exclusively 
on the cheaper products. Some of the Por- 
tuguese pioks are highly ornamented with 
hand carving. They are too expensive for 
ordinary commerce. Small quantities have 
been imported into this country on rare 
occasions for use at notable banquets or 
as unique specimens of handicraft. 


Nezt to Portugal, Japan sends the 


greatest supply of toothpicks to the Unit- 
ed States. These are made by hand from 
fine reeds. They, too, are sold in close 
competition with the American product, 
owing to the cheaper labor in Japan. 
The oases in which the Japanese nicks 
are inclosed are fine specimens of skill 
with the jaokknife. They are of wood, cut 
into strips as thin and delicate as tissue 
paper, but very strong. The cases are or- 
namented with hand painted Japanese 
scenes and are of a size convenient to be 
carried in the vest pocket. 'The competi- 
tion between tbe Japanese and Portuguese 
makers on the QUO side and American 
manufacturers on the other has become 
very keen. An importer of toothpicks 
said recently that the Japanese picks can 
be made and sold in the American mar- 
ket, cases and all, for less than tho cost of 
tbe paper boxes that contain the domestic

"Clfjopatra's prank was not the first 


of itfe kiud. The same absurdity had 
been cowuiittert by a silly fellow in 
Rome named ^isop—not your favorite 
fable teller, for he lived centuries 
earlier, and was a very wise man. Tho 
Roman JEsop was the son of a rich act- 
or, and, just to make himself talked 
about, he took a pearl from the eardrop 
of Csecilia, the wife of the tyrant Sylla, 
and, according to writers of that age, 
drank ifc in vinegar, I believe that the 
possibility of cli&solving this kind of 
gem is disputed by many modern au- 
thorities, but the ancients appear to 
have had no doubt on the subject, for 
the instances recorded by them were 
numerous and were attested by men of 
scientific standing. A Japanese natural- 
ist, who has studied pearls minutely, 
states that he has found them of such 
various quality and structure that the 
existence of specimens which might be 
melted does not seem to him inconceiv- 
able. Bnt whether ^Esop liquefied his 
pearl or not the performance certainly 
oost him a sum equivalent to $40,000— 
quite enough, though nothing in com- 
parison with what Cleopatra squander- 
ed. Hers was the wildest piece of ex- 
travagance tbat I can recall. 


"It was the fashion to be extravagant 


then. Mary Antony was not far behind 
the Bgpytian queen in that respect, 
though his fancy was not for beverages 
flavored by trinkets. Substantial food 
was more in his line. A visitor who 
once went into tbe kitchen of his palace 
in Alexandria saw eight wild boars 
roasting at the same time and thought 
there must be an immense number of 
guests expected, bat the cook told him 
only 33 persons would dine that day, 
and the reason of the extensive prepara- 
tions was that no one could say exactly 
when Antony would go to the table. 
But whenever he gave the signal tbe 
meat must be just in proper condition 
at that moment. So it was tbe rule to 
get ready a series of dinners, overlap- 
ping one another, you might say, at in- 
tervals of 15 or 20 minutes. Only one 
conld be eaten, and the rest were wasted, 
but the waste did not matter. 
Antony 


was never kept waiting, and that, in 
bis opinion, was the thing to be consid- 
ered."

Dr. Henry B. Deale. Mrs. Dingrley and 
Miss Dingley, worn out with watching, 
v/ere with Mrs. Russell in Congressman 
Russell's rooms below. They had left 
the sick chamber hardly 15 minutes be- 
fore. 
The end came as sleep cornea to 


a child. 


While the past few days have given 


great hope of recovery, the progress of 
the disease had made the patient dan- 
gerously weak, and had seiiously af- 
fected his heart. Late Thursday night, 
and again yesterday morning, Mr. Ding- 
ley had a bad sinking spell, from which 
he slightly rallied. 
There were fur- 


ther evidences of heart failure as the 
day progressed, and the strongest stim- 
ulants were administered, but without 
effect.

man was dead. 
All during his illness, 


which he struggled against so vigorous- 
ly, there hap been constant inquiries 
at the hotel at which he resided, as tn 
m'3 condition. 
The Hamilton House, 


where Mr. Dingley resided, has been the 
resort for a number of years for mosi 
of the congressional contingent 
from 


Maine, and it was here that Mr. Dingley 
spent all th« past 16 years of his life 
when his congressional duties called him 
to Washington. 
He had with him his 


wife and daughter, his sons being herp 
but little. 


Representative Dingley's illness da,tes 


back to Dec. 29, when he complained 
that he was not well. 
The physiciar 


diagnosed his case as one of grip, and 
cautioned the patient to keep to 'hi!- 
room. 
The following Saturday pneu- 


monia developed in the left lung, com- 
plicated with great irregularity of the 
heart. 
Skillful treatment brought good 


results, and on Thursday there werr- 
signs that the lung was beginning to 
clear. 
The next day, however, the 


disease took an alarming turn, and thi 
two sons in Michigan were telegraphed 
for. 
On that day Mr. Dingley had 


promised to deliver a lecture before thu 
Brooklyn museum of art and sciences- 
on the topic "Sources of Bevenue For the 
eovernment." 


Nelson Dingley, Jr., governor of Maine 


1874-5, and members of congress from the 
Second congressional dlstilct of Maine 
since 1881, was born ia Dui lam, Me., In 
his grandfather's farmhouse, Feb. 15, 
1832, son of Nelson and Jane (Lambert) 
Dingley. The year following his birth 
his parents moved to Parkman, where 
they lived on a farm for a short time, 
and then took charge of the village 
tavern, with which a store was con- 
nected. In 1S38 the family removed to 
Unity, and then in 1S54 to Auburn. At 17 
he taught a winter school in the town of 
China, and he continued to teach win- 
ters while fitting for college. In 1850, at 
the age of 18, he entered Waterville 
academy, and there completed his prep- 
aration for college. Entering Waterville 
college (now Colby university) in 1851, he 
remained there a year and a half and 
then became a student at Dartmouth 
college, from which Institution be gr'ad- j 
uated in 1855, with high rank as ascholar, | 
debater and writer. 


After 
leaving college Mr. Dingley 


studied law in 1855-6 at Auburn, to which 
city his parents had removed while he 
was in college, and In the latter year he 
was admitted to the bar. Instead of en- 
tering upon the practice of law, he de- 
cided to become a Journalist, for which 
profession he always manifested a de- 
cided taste, in September, 1856, he pur- 


chased tne Eewiston Journal, pubTisTTea 
in the adjoining city of Lewlaton, of 
which he had been practically the editor 
while studying law, and to which, inCSSl, 
he added a dally edition. The paper 
rapidly Increased In circulation and in* 
Huence under his management. 


His first vote was cast In 1864 for Anson 


P. Morrill, the anti-slavery and tem- 
perance candidate for governor, a po- 
litical combination from which arose the 
Republican party of Maine during the 
following winter. He threw himself Into 
the Fremont campaign In'i860 with all 
the ardor of youth and ability of age. 


In 1861, at the age of 29, ha was elected 


legislature, In which body h« at onca 
took high rank, was re-elected In 1862, 
and chosen speaker of the house at the 
session of 18G3. In 1863 he removed to 
Lewiston, where a f*w months after he 
was elected to the legislature, and at the 
ripening of the legislative session of 1864 
waa unanimously re-elected speaker. At 
the state election of 1864 he was elected 
to the houa<> a fourth time, and at the 
session of 1865 was again tendered the 
position of speaker, which he declined, 
preferring to take his place on the floor. 
He was also a representative to the legis- 
lature from Lewiston in 1868 and 
1873. 


In forming his cabinet prior to enter- 


ing on the duties of chief executive, 
March 4, 1897, President McKlnley ten- 
dered the position of secretary of the 
treasury to Mr. Dingley. but he declined 
'the offer, preferring to remain in his 
position as chairman of the ways and 
means committee and floor leader of the 
Republican majority of the house. 


When Mr. 0ingJey was flrst elected to 


congress he received a majority of 5000 
votes. 
He was elected to the Fifty-fifth 


congress by a majority of 14,000 votes. 
When he entered congress he was made 
a member of the committee on bank- 
ing and currency, serving there eight 
years. 
At the beginning of his con- 


gressional career, the country was dis- 
turbed on the question of the extension 
of charters of the National Bank as- 
sociation. 
He immediately identified 


himself with a bill for the extension of 
the charters of the banks, and, in the 
face of much opposition, helped fight the 
bill through. The opposition to the re- 
sumption of specie payments had not 
been dissipated, and Mr. Dingley had 
no small part in befriending the gov- 
ernment In its policy. 


But It is difficult to name any im- 


portant lesrlslation In congress in the 
lost 15 years with which he was not identi- 
fied. 
While he had been active in finan- 


cial matters, he was thoroughly in- 
formed on shipping. 
It was through 


his influence that a committee on ship 
owners and ship Interests was created 
in the house. 
He was at thf head of 


the minority of that committee, whose 
successor has been the present useful 
committee on merchant marine and fish- 
eries. In the Forty-eighth, Forty-ninth 
and Fiftieth congresses there was a 
great deal of agitation in favor of sub- 
sidizing American ships to carry the 
mails. Mr. Dingley was a hearty cham- 
pion of this, and framed a bill which 
finally became a law, paying to Ameri- 
can ships of certain register and speed 
a compensation for transporting Amer- 
ican mails. 
In the Fifty-first congress 


he was given membership by Speaker 
Eeed, whose right arm he has been in 
recent years, on the ways and means 
committee. 
When In the Fifty-second 


congress the Democrats succeeded to 
power, Speaker Crisp transferred Mr. 
Dingley to the minority of the com- 
mittee on appropriations. 
He made 


himself a valuable man there, serving 
for four years, and displaying a knowl- 
edge of appropriations hardly surpassed 
by any of the older members. Presi- 
dent McKinley always had a strong 
friendship for Mr. Dingley since they 
served together in the house.

Mr. Dingley's father was a trader, 


not particularly well to tlo, and the boy 
bent himself to work at an early age. 
His; steadiness of purpose ca.me from 
his old Puritan stock, but his intellectual 
ability came from his mother, a woman 
educated far beyond her station or the 
average of cultivation in those days. 
She was a school teacher, and brought 
all the discipline and knowledge of her 
mind to bear upon the training of her 
son, and he found her influence one of 
the greatest factors in his success. 


Mr. Dingley made a great success of 


his newspaper, the Lewiston Journal. 
"My paper," he would say with pride, 
"has a larger circulation than any other 
paper in Maine. I would rather write 
for It than do any other kind of work." 


For the ordinary manipulations of 


politics, Mr. Dingley had no use what- 
ever. 
He paid no attention to pri- 


maries or delegates. 
Every two years 


his people renominate'1 him by acclama- 
tion. 
He devoted his time to acquiring 


experience and knowledge, which made 
him more and. more valuable. 


Ho was not an orator. 
He Iacke3 


the physical presence and the voice. 
Nevertheless, all the members listened 
when W! arpse to speak. He had a won- 
derfully lucid way of asserting facts, 
going at once to the heart of every con- 
tested point. He also had a remarkable 
faculty of presenting- ar. argument, 
His mind was logical to the highest 
degree. 
Mr. Dingley loved society, but 


he did not allow it to become his master. 
He was generally in bed every night at 
10 o'clock, and at work by 7 in the 
morning. 
He never let his work get 


behindhand. 
Everything he did was 


done in Srder. 


Mr. Dingley was a homebody. 
He 


would rather read or see his friends 
than to stir out of the house. Although 
his reading was largely of a serious 
character, he had a sense of humor, and 
was fond ol Mark Twain's books. 


Mr. DIngicy was always a Prohibition- 


ist. 
For many years he was president 


pf the Congregational Temperance so- 
ciety. 
He was also a church goer, be- 


longing to the Congregationalists. 
His 


family consists of his widow, who was 
Hiss Salome McKinney of Auburn, Mo.; 
a daughter. Miss Edith, who has a fine 
soprano voice, and four sons. 
One of 


these, Harry, is in Mexico; two others, 
Edward u.nd Arthur, are here, and a 
fourth, Albert, is in Colorado.

streets of Boun, they heard the familiar 
notes of tbu "Sonata In F." Something 
in the musician's touch attracted tbe 
attention of Beethoven, and be stopped 
and listened. Suddenly the mueio stop- 
pod, ami tbe despairing words of the 
musician came to them through the 
open window, "Oh, if I conld but bear 
some really good musician play this 
wonderful piece!" and tbe words ended 
in a sob. 


"Let 
ns go in," said Beethoven. 


They entered and found tbe player a 
young girl, poor and blind. Beethoven 
Eat down at tbe old harpsichord and 
played as be had never played before. 
His listeners were spellbound. "Tell 
us," they begged, "who are you?" For 
answer be played tbe opening bars in 
the "Sonata In F. " "It is Beethoven !" 
they exclaimed in awe and admiration. 


Suddenly the candle nickered and 


wont out. 
Beethoven ceased playing 


and bowed bis head upon his band. His 
friend threw open the shutters. A flood 
of beautiful moonlight entered the 
room. Its transfiguring light touched 
up tbe poor old instrument and rested 
upon the noble figure bowed before it. 
The profound silence was broken at last 
by the musician, who said: "Listen! I 
will improvise a sonata to tbe moon- 
light. " Then was created this wonder- 
ful sonata, beginning in a sad, tender 
movement, the embodiment in Bound of 
tbe gentle moonlight transfiguring and 
gldrifyiug tbe dark earth. 


Suddenly tbe music ceased, and with 


a brief farewell 
Beethoven hurried 


home to put upon paper this famous 
composition.

tontUueil Activity Noted In Nearly All 


Lines of Trade. 


New TorR, Jan. 14.—Bradstreet's says: 


Perhaps the most notable feature of the 
trade situation at present is the strength 
of price of nearly all staples, but par- 
ticularly of cereals, cotton, Iron and 
steel. 
Wheat and corn are both in ex- 


ceptionally goor1 demand abroad, and 
good foreign demand is like%vise the 
secret of strength in cotton. A feature 
of dealing in this staple is the ready de- 
mand for good grades, and the indif- 
ference manifested toward low grades, 
Which are larger than usual supply. 
While latge sales of iron and steel are 
not so numerous as in recent weeks fur- 
ther advances in prices, notably steel 
billets, plates and rods, bear testimony 
to the eagerness of buyers to secure sup- 
plies. 
Pig iron production is the heav- 


iest ever known, but stocks show fur- 
ther* depletion. The tin plates show the 
effect of the consolidation in this line 
In an advance from the low figure 
reached some months ago. 


T"e strength of cotton ?oods is still a 


feature of the drygoods market, but the 
hope for advance in raw wool has not 
yet materialized, and the trade in man- 
ufactured goods is still slow. 


The feeliiig of confidence in the lumber 


trade is unabated, and an active de- 
mand is looked for in the spring, the 
stre'-.irth of hardwoods being a par- 
ticular feature. 


Prices foi boots and shoes are held 


steadily, andthe outlook is regarded as 
favorable. 
Leather, too, is firm, and 


hides are in sympathy. 


In other industries activity is a fea- 


ture, a notable instance being the heavy 
vessel tonnage now being built both at 
the lakes and on the seacoast, aggregat- 
ing for mercantile and national purposes 
a total claimed to be far in excess of 
any previous period in the country's 
history.

garded as authorities in military lav. 
that in Its present phase the contro- 
versy between General Miles and Gen- 
eral Ea,<jran is not one that will admit of 
the calhng of a court of Inquiry. This is 
entirely apart from the question of the 
right to call a court-martial. In the 
latter case, under the strict rules of 
military law, the court would be obliged 
to take under consideration certain 
specific charges, such as an attack upon 
a brother officer, and would not Lie per- 
mitted to geyond that matter, even to 
the extent of inquiring into the truth- 
fulness of the charges made in the at- 
tack. The court of inquiry, however, as 
its name implies, has a broader fielu of 
action and might, without- being bound 
closely, inquire into all of the facts, not 
even confining its inquiry to the officer 
alleged to be the offender, but, perhaps, 
as has been known in the past, to return 
a finding that involved the court-martia! 
of more than one officer. In other words. 
a court of inquiry in a case like this, 
might if it found reason therefor, indict 
for trial before a court-martial both oi 
the parties to the controversy. How- 
ever, as already stated, the best opinion 
is that at the present phase a court of 
Inquiry Is beyond reach. 


It has been known for a month past 


that a bad feeling existed between the 
commanding general and the commis- 
sary general of the army, yet such has 
been the effect of military discipline that 
before Thursday this had not manifested 
itself openly. It is tnt" that the two men 
have no-t come into close contact fre- 
quently, and th#ir relations being con- 
fined strictly to the exchange of official

The last ves- 
tige of opposition to the measure from 
the line officers of the navy was re- 
moved when an amendment was adopt- 
ed designed to prohibit staff officers upon 
whom the bill confers positive rank from 
exercising command except in their own 
corps. The committee also asserted' its 
purpose to offer an amendment to re- 
peal the law giving prize money to the 
navy, and this announcement met with 
warm approval. The speeches on the 
bill yesterday were filled with glowing 
allusions to the glories of our naval vic- 
tories in the late war, and Mr. Berry of 
Kentucky created a great deal of en- 
thusiasm by his eulogy of Schley as the 
hero of Santiago. 


In the senate Mr. McLaurin (Dem., 


S. C.) took strong ground in a carefully 
prepared speech against a policy of ex- 
pansion by this country. He cited as 
one of the principal reasons why the 
United States should not assume do- 
minion over peoples who are widely dis- 
similar to the people of this country the 
experience of the south with the negro 
race. He advocated the ad'option of the 
Vest resolution, declaring that this coun- 
try could not maintain permanently as 
colonies such territory as the Philip- 
pines, and held that it would be in op- 
position to this spirit of American in- 
stitutions to do so. 


Mr. Sullivan (Dem., Miss.) and Mr. 


Pasco (Dem.. Fla.) discussed the pend- 
Ing Nicaragua canal bill, the former sup- 
porting It and the latter opposing it. 


The Indian appropriation bill was 


taken up, but its consideration was not 
concluded before the hour of adjourn- 
ment.

BROOKLYN, Deo. 27.—After a 


of more than three years the cruiser 
Chicago is again on the active list of 
the navy. She was placed in commis- 
sion a short time ago. The ceremonies 
atteudiug the placing of the big sea 
fighters in active service are many 
and surrounded with considerable pomp. 
They are usually attended by many of 
the officers on duty at tha yard and by 
a large number of visitors, who seem to 
take a lively interest in the "ways of 
the navy." When the vessel is ready for 
active service, orders are sent to the of- 
ficer assigned by the navy department 
to command her. He reports to the com- 
mandant of the station where the vessel 
is moored, and a day is set aside for 
the ceremonies to take place. The crew 
and the officers assigned to the ship 
have reported and taken? up their quar- 
ters on the vessel. 


At the time for placing the ship in 


commission the admiral in command of 
the station or one of his aids goes aboard 
the vessel. 2 he crew are mustered on 
the port side of the quarter deck, while 
the officers take up their position on 
the starboard side. The captain, with 
the first lieutenant or csccativc officer, 
stands near the stern just forward of the 
ensign staff. 
The navy yard band is 


usually sent on board to carry out the 
musical part of the programme. 
The 


officer representing the commandant of 
the station then reads the orders to 
place the vessel in commission. After 
he has finished the orders are handed to 
the captain, who in turn reads bis or- 
ders placing him in command of the 
vessel. ,He is then saluted by the as- 
sembly. The stars and stripes are now 
run np to the staff at the stern, w,bile 
tha "whip," or captain's pennant, 
which shows that the ship is on the ac- 
tive list, is run up to the foremast 
truck. While this is in progress the 
band plays the national anthem and the 
officers, sailors and marines salute the 
colors. This concludes the ppresionies. 
When the colors are unfurled, a salnta 
is usually fired from the battery on the 
dock. 


Now comes the business end of get- 


ting the ship ready for actual service.

There is lots of work to be done before 
the vessel can be sent to sea. 
Stores 


have to be taken on board and the men 
assigned to the several stations. This 
alone takes considerable time. Then the 
stores, 
which include ammunition, 


coal, food supplies, clothing for the 
men and a number of small things tbat 
go to make the ship ready, amount to 
many hundred tons, and all have to be 
carefully placed in tho compartments 
made for them. 


The Chicago 'is by no means a 


new ship. She was one of the first of 
the modern steel vessels to be built 
for the government and was the flag- 
ship of the famous white squadron of 
evolution. 
When she was first placed 


in commission, she was considered the 
finest vessel of her class in the navies of 
the world 
She w\s bnilt at Chester, 


Pa. Her keel was laid down in 1883, 
and she was launched and placed on tha 
active list two years later. After near- 
ly ten years of service she was sent to 
the navy yard at this station to be over- 
hauled. 
The old engines and boilers 


were removed. ID fact, the whole in- 
terior of the ship has been changed and 
modernized. 
A steel protective deck 


running the whole length of the vessel 
was placed in her jnst below the water 
line. 


Triple expansion engines of the very 


latest* type were built at the navy 
yard and took the place of the old ones, 
which had become worn out. It is ex- 
pected that the new engines will de- 
velop sufficient horsepower to give the 
fihip a speed of not less than 19 jo knots. 
This will be considerably more than she 
made in former days. The new boilers 
are the first of the steel fckinriod ones to 
be placed in any vessel in the navy. Be- 
sides these improvements, the battery 
of the ship has been materially in- 
creased aud strengthened. 
She will 


carry four 8 inch rapid fire guns of the 
latest type, mounted in sponsons on the 
epar dock, while a number of smaller 
rapid fire gang are distributed about 
the ship. 


Work on the vessel was wholly stop- 


ped several times on account of the ap- 
propriation having been spent. This ac 
counts for the long time in getting her 
ready for service. .The improvements 
and repairs have cost abont $1,250,000. 
The vessel is better in every way now 
than she was when she first entered the 
service.

Bowles superintended tlie work. 


The Chicago has a displacement of 


4,500 tons. She is 325 feet long and 48 
feet 2 inches beam. Yet with the im- 
provements added she will compare 
very favorably with some of the larger 
vessels, and there is no doubt she will 
give a good account of herself when 
called upon to do so. The vessel is in 
command of Captain E. T. Cooper, who 
was formerly in charge of the Naval 
academy at Annapolis. 
The Chicago 


Will carry a crew of about 450 men.

He 
did not thrash us either very often or 
very severely, but we had a fear that, 
if provoked, he would go great lengths 
in punishment. I have seen his mere 
sccwl hush at once the whole school."

a strange laugh in school?" 


"That is a very odd question," re- 


turned the provost. "Why do you ask? 
But now that I remember, he had at 
times a verv extraordinary laugh that 
made us all stare.

BITS OP PRACTICAL COUNSEL 


TOUCHING TOAST. 
By Marion Harland. 


As I.have said many times, an<Jasl 


•ball probably have Innumerable occa- 
tlons to repeat in the future—every tyro 
In cookery thinks that she can make 
toast, and not one otherwise good cook 
In one thousand toasts bread properly. 


When good, it is palatable and digesti- 


ble. As usually set before us, It is neither. 
Once in a great while the biiead is cut 
too thick; the almost universaj fault is 
to cut it too thin. Nearly everybody 
leaves the crust on, and next to nobody 
likes toast-crusts. They hurt young and 
tender teeth; they offend delicate stom- 
achs. 


First of all, then, s,lice stale bread 


(fresh will not do) almost half-an-inch 
thick with a keen knife, and pare off the 
crust neatly. If you have time, lay the 
slices in a moderate oven for a few min- 
utes to dry, turning them once to pre- 
vent steaming-. Toast, then, quickly, 
over a clear fire, or upon the top of a 
vpry hot range, holding the toaster an 
inch above the "plate" of the stove. The 
color should be a. pleasing go! den-brown. 
If burned or scorched in the least, scrape 
the slice the instant it is done. "Burn" 
and "Bitter" mean one and the same 
thing in toast. If you intend to serve 
buttered toast, spread each slice lightly 
with butter as it leaves the toaster, pile 
upon a hot plate and leave in the oven 
until you are ready to serve it, which 
Should be as soon as may be after Che 
last slice is ready.The excellence of dry. 
,or buttered, toast depends upon quick 
wrving almost as much as the goodness 
of griddle-cakes and muffins turns upon 
tbe same thing. Stale, dried, or sodden 
toast ts a totally ditferent thing from thp 
light, crisp strips or slices offered for 
our delectation by one who understands 
the simple art. 


CREAM TOAST. 


Slice and butter aa directed above, 


and arrange in layers in-a d«ep china or 
silver dish, sprinkling each layer with 
salt, aud moistened with a little boiling 
water. 
Have ready in a saucepan a 


quart of milk made scalding hot, stir in- 
to it a etmarous tables-poonful of butter; 
pour grifluaily upon the whites of three 
eggs beaten to a. stiff froth; return to the 
saucepan; stir over the fire for two min- 
utes, and turn out upon the toast Lift 
lh.e slices with a fork as the boiling milk 
goes into the dish that it may reach 
every piece. Cover closely, and let it 
«tand for a. minute before serving. 


WAKED TOAST. 


Is a prteps ration of "soft toast" that 


deserves to be better known. Toast as 
directed, and, as each slice is ready, dip 
quickly into a. pan of boiling water 
slightly salted, then pack into a baking- 
flieh, sprinkle well with salt and cover 
deep with boiling milk. Baks in a dish, 
closely covered, for fifteen minutes, and 
serve. The toast should have absorbed 
Ell the liquid without getting dry. If 
you can spare three or four tablespoon- 
fuls of cream, heat, and pour over th« 
•urface just bafore sending to table. 


The baking lends smoothness and rich- 


ness to this dish, not to be foundinmllk 
toast prepared in tbe usual way. 


TOMATO TOAST. 


Toast the bread as in foregoing recipes, 


dipping each slice into boiling water, 
slightly salted, in which a tablespoon- 
ful of butter has been melte'd. Pack, as 
you dip them, in a pudding-dish; hava 
ready a pint of tomato-sauce, strained 
and well-seasoned with pepper, salt, 
onion juice and a teaspoonful of sugar. 
Pour over the toast, lifting the slices to 
let it run to the bottom; cover and set In 
e hot oven for five minutes before send- 
ing to table. 
„ 


This is for a large dish of toast. Ton 


can hardly use left-overs in the shape of 
etewed tomatoes and stale bread more 
acceptably than thus. 


ANCHOVY TOAST. 


Toast strips of stale bread; butter, and 


epread lightly with anchovy paste;press- 
Ing upon each sJice thus spread one 01' 
plain, buttered toast,enclosing the paste 
Keep very hot. 


Th_ese strips are nice for afternoon 
a, and popular.

Make a dressing of bread crumbs, two 


tableepoonfula of minced onion, some 
chopped parsley, a little butter, one 
tablespoonful of chopped suet, pepper 
and gait and a. well-beaten r-gg. Stuff 
the flsh and sew or tie securely. Place 
In a pan with some hot water; lay pieces 
flf pork on top with a little pepper and 
ealt, and bake, basting very often. 


LITTLE PIGS IN BLANKETS. 


Take as many large oysters as are 


Wished, wash and dry them thoroughly 
with a clean towel. Have some fat baco i 
rut In very thin slices, cover each oyiter 
with th«m and pin on with wooden 
toothpicks.

Coal Bnraed by Steamship*. 


The amount of coal consumed by a 


vessel during a voyage depends very 
largely upon the speed, for the" con- 
sumption of coal increases almost in a 
geometrical ratio to the speed. There 
are many ships which burn from 100 to 
800 tons of coal per day, the lowest con- 
sumption being when the vessel is going 
at a moderate rate. Onr men-of-war do 
Hot consume so much in proportion as 
swift passenger steamers which ply be- 
tween Europe and America, for unless 
in an emergency they are not driven at 
the highest attainable speed. The ocean 
passenger steamers often bnrn from 
2, SOO to 3,500 tons during a passage 
Jasting six to seven days. 


The Sunflower.

Bokareff conceived the idea of extract- 
ing oil from the seed of the sunflower 
Bis neighbors told him it was a vision- 
ary idea, and that be wonld have bis 
labor for bis pains.

Today more than ?, 000,000 
iicres of laud in Russia are devoted to 
the cnltivation.of the sunflower. Two 
kinds are grown, one with small seeds, 
which are crushed for oil, and the other 
with larger seeds, tbat are consumed by 
the poorer people iu enormous quanti- 
ties.

of Washington's memorable winter of suf- 
fering at Valley Forge in The Ladies'

"Sentinels pacing in the 


snow on the outposts took off their caps 
and stood in them to save their feet from 
freezing," he writes. ''Here and there 
.-ould be found even officers in a sort of 
dressing gown made of old woolen bed- 
covers. The stout hearted women of Now 
Jersey sent their quilted clothes as Christ- 
mas presents, with the patriotic jest that 
as women were said sometimes to wear 
tho trousers, so now there would be an ex- 
cuse for men who might wear the petti- 
ooats. 


"Washington, who never exaggerated, 


said that few men had more than one 
shirt, many only half a one, and some 
none at all 
Nearly 3,000 men were bare- 


footed, and occasionally might be seen a 
soldier who was all but naked. Sometimes 
there was nothing to eat in the camp but 
rotten salted herrings. Men were Known 
to snatch at the dough of half baked cakes 
in the kitchens of tho farmers' wives. The 
contractors and the commissary agents 
and the continental congress had brought 
12,000 men to the verge of starvation, and 
the blood of General iPayne ran hot with 
rage as ho looked on his poor fellows, weak 
with hunger. Indeed there was but ono 
horn tumbler and also but one wooden 
dish for every mess. 


"Washington himself dined one day on 


potatoes and hickory nuts.

man,'he said to the sentinel in front of

Parting the hair to see whence 
U had come, he found a round, smooth 
nest, containing four little young birds. 
He could not tell what kind of birds they 
were. 


Some time after, when I was sitting In 


the lodge w ith my Indian father and elder 
brother;, principal chiefs of the Blackfeet, 
I spoke of this tale that had been told me, 
and learned that all who were present had 
heard of just this thing. On-esta-pokau, 
the White Calf, had known of one case of 
this kind whero the bird was a blackbird, 
but this he had not seen himself. 


Onco, iiowevsr, ho did fee the post of 8 


snowbird, containing four eggs, between 
tho hor.is of a bull. Inquiry, followed by 
a careful and detailed description, showed, 
that tho bird which the Blackfeet call 
snowbird was the prairie shore lark. 


After we had t;Jked about this for some 


time E-kus-l..i.i, the Low Horn, said to 
me: "My friend, I will now tell you some- 
thing. 
Do you know that Xeo-po-nmlu 


counts the ironths of winter on his 
tongue?" 


"Xo." I said, "I know Neo-po-muki, 


but I do not know what you mean by 
counting tho months of winter on his 
tongue " 


"This is it," said Low Horn. "In spring 


if you kill one and open his mouth and 
lift up his tongue you will find under the 
tongue five other tongues, one tongue for 
each mon oh of the winter. In the fall he 
does not have these extra tongues. I do 
not know why he has them nor what it 
means." 


Neo-po-muki is the chickadee, and he is 


so called from his cry, fpr he says always: 
"Summer is coming! Summer ia com« 
ing!"—Forest and Stream.

were held in the new high school build- 
ing, and were enjoyable and instruc- 
tive throughout. The addresses were 
by well known educators, and were of 
the kind that give teachers an inspira- 
tion for their work afterwards. They 
were worthy the thought of parents as 
well as teachers. 


President Bouton of Pittsfield made 


the first address, his 
subjfcU being 


"The elimination of waste." After a 
number of illustrations drawn from 
commercial life on the modern economy 
from the utilization of what had here- 
tofore been waste products and waste 
energy, he said: 
Such economics in 


material things suggest and enforce 
the importance of similar economics 
in education. Year by year it has been 
dawning on the public mind that con- 
venience in school houses is as profia- 
able as in factories; that pupils suf- 
fering physical discomforts cannot be 
at their best; that the stupefaction 
resulting from foul air destroys men- 
tal vigor; that good tools in the school 
room are as important as in the work- 
shop and that to a large extent en- 
vironment determines character. 


Dr. Bouton spoke of the advances 


made along different lines of school 


J work and in closing said: It is a se- 


rious thing to waste the tame or the 
opportunities of even one child, and 
to the child whose time and opportu- 
nities are wasted it matters not much 
whether the waste is the result of 
active or passive wrong doing. It is 
a very serious thing to wtt--te the time 
or the opportunities of 30 or 40 chil- 
dren. It is serious indeed to misdirect 
a school system and thereby waste 
the time and 
opportunities of 
the 


thousands of children over which that 
system extends. It is therefore, dis- 
tinctly in the interests of public econ- 
omy that we meet in associations and 
conventions to study the problems that 
confront us.

If these muscles ar> 
not under perfect control, the mind it 
handicapped just so much. 


Dr. Hall said that the cure for al 


these automatic movements is rhythm 
He depicted what rhythm re.tily is, an<" 
its influence upon the movements. H( 
gave a little talk on boxing, and said 
that to stand up and give and take ; 
blow was an education in itself. 1 
promotes self-control 
and 
exercise" 


the muscles. He added, however, tha 
he was not in favor of prize-fights. 


He then discussed dancing, sayiiu 


it was the language of the soul, no 
excepting music. It can express over; 
emotion. Dancing is one of the mos 
important means of motor education 
The giddy waltz and two-step, JIOA\ 
ever, aardly give repose, but the state- 
ly minuet is an example of repose ar.c 
rhythm. 


The best test of children is what the>

Agent Boughton Takes a Tour Through 


Other Cities. 
A Pleasing 


Comparison. 


J. A. Boughton, agent of the local 


board of health,1 returned yesterday 
from a trip through New York state in 
which he visited a number of cities, 
his purpose beingr to learn how other 
cities care for their garbage, and if 
possible to find some practical way in 
which a compost hea.p can be deodor- 
ized. This is in connection with the 
odor of the local waste heap which 
bothered visitors to the park. He left 
this city Monday and visited Albany, 
Syracuse, Utica, Schenectady, Little 
Falls and Gloversville. 


Although the trip was for the in- 


terests of the city, the investigations 
concerned the garbage contractor, W. 
A. Ballou, so closely that" he paid the 
expenses of the trip. 


Mr. Boughton was impressed on his 


trip with the fact that other cities, 
much larger than this, are in no way 
superior to North Adams in their 
methods of caring for the public health. 
Utica, with 60,000, is not better than 
this city in its disposition of garbage, 
while Syracuse, with 150,000, has a re- 
ducer, but otherwise is not superior in 
its methods. While his errand was 
especially in connection with the dis- 
position of garbage, he learned much 
of the health work in other lines, and 
found that here, also, North Adams is 
well up in its methods. 


One thing that pleased Mr. Boughton 


very much was the fact that the health 
officers in nearly every city he visited 
commented especially on the situation 
in regard to pure ice in North Adams, 
and congraulated the city on the care 
being exercised here and what had been 
accomplished. 


He was not successful in finding 


just what he wanted, the best means 
he saw of deodorizing compost destroy- 
ing its value as a fertilizer. He ex- 
pects, however, to ^receive communi- 
cations within a few days that will 
furnish 
practical 
suggestions. 
His 


trip is of especial interest in connec- 
tion with the recommendation of the 
board of health in itj annual report 
this year, advising that the city take 
charge of its own garbage after the 
present corfract expires. 


The following item from tlie Utica 


Press in regard to his visit in that 
city will be of local interest: 


''The official from fair New England 


is \vell versed on matters pertaining to 
the conduct of a city's health depart- 
ment, and talks interest.n^ly concern- 
ing the same. 
In No»... Adams the 


garbage is taken care of by a con- 
tractor, who receives $3,500 annually; 
the contractor makes a business of 
raising hogs, and they a^e fed on the 
garbage. The portion not devoured by 
the swine is deposited on the "city 
dump," which is located about two 
miles outside of the city proper. The 
latter portion is causing the trouble 
and that is what led Mr. Boughton to 
start on his journey. It seems that 
there is a public park about half a mile 
from the dumping ground, and when 
the wind was right the stench at the 
parli would be unbearable. 
Then lime 


was introduced as a deodor^cr, hut .t 
is the same story of one smrll fot 
another, and the residents of North 
Adams think the odor of Urn lime 
equally as bad as that of the gnr- 
ooire. 
Mr. Boughton 
will consult 


Health Officer Clark and others today 
and will leave here tonight. As Utica 
supports a ecmetery where tho refuse 
is buried, it is hardly probable thac 
Mr. Boughton can be enlightened much 
regarding the use of disinfectants."
